With the coming of July 12th 
this year a prominent Pahokee 
resident will celebrate his 75th 
birthday anniversary. Having lived 
and enjoyed the fruits and benefits 
of a wonderful Ameriga for three- 
quarters of a century Don Hillier 
will celebrate his anniversary eight 
days after Independence Day.

Bids for building a new street on 
Lake Shore Drive in Canal Point 
will be. received by the State Road 
Department next Tuesday in Tam- 
pa, according to County Commis- 
sioner Paul Rardin at whose re- 
quest the county set aside nearly a 
sixth of a million dollars for such 
improvement. 

The Street will start in front of 
Mac Barfield’s Service Station and 
ren .6 of a mile to the Standard Oil 
Company bulk plant in the pack- 
ing house area, Rardin said. It will 
be built on a 60 foot right-of-way 
with curb and gutter and sidewalks. 
It will be one of the finest street 
improvements to be made in Canal 
Point during the past quarter of 
a century and will tend to increase’

TALLAHASSEE—A public hear- 
ing was held yesterday by the Flor- 


to reduce intangible taxes intro- 
duced last week by the Palm Beach 
County Delegation. 

The measure was introduced by 
Sen. Fred O. Dickinson in the Up- 
per Chamber, while Reps. Emmett 
Roberts 'and Ralph ‘Blank were 
joined’ by 26 other co-introducers 
in the House. 

The bill repeals the increase in 
intangible taxes and places the law 
back at the level it held prior to 
the 1957 session. 

Presently the intangible tax level 
is one-tenth of a mill, compared to 
the one-twenteeth of a mill is held 
prior to 1957. 

Rep. Roberts said the measure isj 
of pařticular interest to- Palm 
Beach County because of the large 
number of retirees and: pensioners 
there. He said it “is a major in- 
come item to many people in our 
area, who moved to Florida be- 
cause we have no income tax at the 
State level.” Roberts said the meas- 
ure approaches a state income tax 
in practical effect. 

Roberts introducéd 12 House 
bills during the week, all developed 
by the appropriations committee of 
the Legislative Council, of which he 
was Chairman.
